Carroll Magness 
suffered 
lacera­ 
tions on both wrists and hands and al­

Editor Chief: 
The future of Comanche schools is 
assured when the tax carries that is 
soon to be voted on. But lest there be 
any one not yet convinced that this 
tax is an absolute necessity at this 
time* let us consider for a moment the 
future of the schools without this tax. 
The present indebtedness has been 
ably discussed by men whoo know the 
facta about this debt. The fact that 
it exists not only makes the salaries 
small but actually threatens to close 
the school for a year, or the greater 
part of a year, in the near future. 
That 
extreme 
condition 
could 
be 
brought about, for it has happened n. 
neighboring towns. 
But even if the schools 
could 
be 
kept open, salaries can not be increas­ 
ed, nor can affiliation be increased, 
without more money. 
Another high 


be stability in the high school faculty 
to make sustained and balanced work 
possible. Instead, there are a large 
number of vacancies each year. These 
occur because 
a successful 
teacher 
can not afford to stay at the salaries 
paid, and goes elsewhere to obtain 
better pay. 
These vacancies have to be filled, 
for the most part, by inexperienced 
teachers because successful teachers 
will not take the poorly paid positions. 
Some of these inexperienced teachers 
are dismal failures, to whom the chil­ 
dren must be subjected until the ex­ 
piration of the term. Others, of course 
are successes. But just as soon as a 
new teacher completes a successful 
year he can command a better salary 
elsewhere and leaves. One teacher on

apart and the hills are nine feet apart 
in the rows. Mr. Davis has his land 
clean, and is now plowing it for the 
last time. He will continue to harrow’ 
it until the vines get so large he can 
not get through the middles. 
In telling of the cultivation of his 
melons Mr. Davis said that he broke 
his land early and broke it deep. He, 
later cross plowed it with a ten inch 
shovel as deep as two 
mules 
could 
pull it so that he could tell where his 
hills would he, and also tell where to 
put his fertilizer. He 
used 
a 
seed 
fork full of barnyard manure on each 
hill, or about two hundred pounds of 
good commercial 
fertilizer, and 
he 
put his fertilizer in the furrow about 
a month before planting time. He cov­ 
ered it by throwing four furrow’s to n 
■ with a turning plow. Since his melons 
have come up, he has hoed and plowed 
them often, each plowing throwing a 
little more dirt to them until he now 
has a wide bed about eight inches 
above ground level, and has a good 
bed of loose dirt between the rows 
about four inches deep. 
As for pruning, Mr. Davis 
says 
that he pulls all the disfigured melons 
and leaves all the well formed ones. 
The least sway or crook means that 
the melon will be pulled. As he ex­ 
pressed it, “If there are only two mel­ 
ons on a vine and they are both crook­ 
ed, pull them both. Another one will 
eome on that is not crooked.” 
The next farm visited was that of 
Wylie Messer, famous all over 
the 
w ater melon belt for his 
excellent 
Tom Watson seed. Mr. Messer has 
been selling seed in the De Leon ter­ 
ritory for years. He has a thirty acre 
crop this year, and he cultivates it al­ 
most exactly as Mr. Davis does his. 
He escorted the 
visitors 
over 
his 
farm and pointed out the five acre 
tract on which he made $1442 worth 
of melons in 1920, or more than $288 
per acre. He says that he expects to 
sell at least $4,000 worth of melons 
and seed this vear. 
Three Points Stressed 
There are three main points that 
Mr. Davis and Mr. Messer, both

These points are: first, grow’ vines.
